FIRST JAPANESE IN AMERICA 


He Wn» a Shipwrecked Lad and Wat 


Brought to This Country 


In 1841. 


The first. Japanese who ever came 


to America, as far ne IB known, wns 
Mnnjlro Nnkahamn. a 14-year-old lad, 
who wns picked up by the captain of 
an American fishing vessel In 1841, 
twelve years .before the coming of 
Commodore Perry to Japan. 


Nakahnnm. with four companions 


had sailed out Into tho ocean on a 
fishing expedition, their boot had been 
wrecked by a storm, and they were 
finally washed ashore on a desert 
Island In the northern Pacific. Three 
months of Sire privation were passed 
on the Island before the Httle .party 
was rescued by the American vessel. 


His companions were left In Hawaii, 


but Nakahama, who became a great 
favorite of tho captain, wns brought 
to the United States and sent to a 
New England school. And when Com- 
modore Perry came to Japan, Naka- 
hama was able to act as Interpreter In 
the negotiations . carried on between 
the American envoys and the Jap. 
anese feudal government authorities.
